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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Nagarajan et al. only 
mentions a 13-45% powdered metal core and thus is not applicable prior art. The examiner respectfully disagrees because instant claims 
(1-6 & 16-20) state a powdered metal composition that is greater that 12% and thus is encompassed by the prior art. Furthermore, the 
reading of a reference must be taken in its entirety and intrepreted in the broadest sense. Hence the prior art does cover applicant's 
instant claims (1-6 & 16-20). Applicant argues that Drossman does not teach deposition rates or the wire composition. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees because Drossman discloses a deposition rate of 5 to 25 lbs or higher per hour which, encompasses instant claims 
requirement of 20 lbs per hour. Furthermore the rejection is based on a combination of references. The composition of the wire is taught 
by the primary reference, that is Nagarajan et al and Drossman teaches the deposition rate. Again the prior art does teach the limitations 
of applicant's claims (7-11) . 
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
